Holtzman Wants Report 


A member of the House Ju- 
diciary Committee has asked 
Watergate Special Prosecutor 
Henry S. Ruth Jr. to report to 
Congress about “serious ques- 
tions that remain unan- 
swered” in the nation’s worst 
political scandal.

NX), a member of the com- 
mittee that conducted the im- 
peachment inquiry of Presi- 
dent Nixon last year, asked 
l Ruth to advise the panel’s 
' criminal justice subcommittee 
on the status of all investiga- 
tions in progress. 

“There are serious questions 
about possible liability that re- [ 


main publicly unanswered,” 
she said in a letter to Ruth. 
The letter was sent to Ruth af- 
ter the third and final Water- 
gate grand jury was dismissed 
Thursday.
